Henry French, a negro driver for the 


Kansas City Transfer company, and a 


mob of Htrikers whose names were not 


learned by the police. 


French Is about 6 feet 2 inches tall, 


and is every inch a fighter. Seated on 


his wagon with a gun beside him, he 
looked ready for trouble, and he prov­ 
ed his looks by quick action on the 
trigger when a crowd of strikers or 
strike sympathizers began to pelt him 
with stones and brickbats. 
H astily 
leaping from his wagon box, French 
ran into the crowd on the sidewalk, 
shooting at random. 
That he did not 
hit someone is little short of miracu­ 
lous, for his bullets flew’ thick and 
fast. 
The men who had thrown tlu"* 
missiles took to their heels and es­ 
caped without 
their 
identity being 
learned. 
Consequently 
the 
police 
made no arrests among the strikers, 
an<i there was no atujmpt to arrest "he 
negro, who stood his ground, appar­ 
ently inviting more trouble. 
A crowed of perhaps 500 people wras 
attracted by the noise, and somebody 
started a cry of “ Lynch the nigger.” 
This was taken up all along the line, 
and for a few’ minutes it looked as if 
serious results might follow. 
Mean­ 
while French kept his fingers In close 
touch with the trigger of his gun, and 
if he was alarmed his action did no*: 
indicate it. 
WTiile the crowd was thickest and 
yelling loudest, a picturesque touch 
was added to the scene by the arrival 
of Captain H. H. Anderson, head ct 
the transfer company by which 
the 
negro was employed. 
Captain Ander­ 
son i.s a commanding figure, a typical 
Kentuckian, and looks the part of a 
game man. 
He was accompanied by 
a special officer. 
The captain and the 
officer W’ere both mounted and armed. 
They dashed their horses through the 
crowd, dispersing it rapidly, and in 
stentorian tones the captain command­ 
ed the rioters to retreat. 
The special 
officer rendered valuable assistance, 
and in a very few Yninutes the vicin­ 
ity of Seventh and Delaware was as 
quiet as though nothing had happened. 
“ I reckon I’ll be drivin* on now,” 
nonchalantly remarked the negro driv­ 
er, as he again climbed upon liis wag­ 
on.
